THE C.E. Ill PROBED: 

Perhaps the strangest and certainly the most emotive facet 
of the UEO enigma is the C.S. Ill encounter. When a. human being or 
beings claim to have had contact with alien beings operating alien' 
machines, then the blood pressure rises alarmingly among skeptics, 
the scientific community and "serious" UFO researchers alike. 

It is, unfortunately, to be expected that skeptics and "professional" 

UFO debunkers should jump up and down pouring' scorn and vitriolic 
hyperbole on the alleged witness to close contact activity. But when 
men and women of science and "serious scientific researchers" heap 
condemnation on the wi'cness it is time to suggest to the latter that 
they look to the witness's statements before judging. 

Ignoring the skeptics and "professional debunkers" whose 
knowledge of the subject matter is either non-existent or twisted for 
personal or personality reasons; one would expect more objective, 
analytical assistance from the scientific community as a whole by 
virtue of scientific curiosity : alone. 

UFO's are ccnslantly ignoring.scientific protestations of 
their non-existence and *••••» continue lie. returning, from wherever they 
come from, tc the egrth v. knew end think we understand. Considering 
the wealth of information available, some from many of their own 
colleagues,. some from p ess.ns with Ai reliability ratings, and some 
from their own scientifically.made and tested equipment, then it would 
be thought 'that objective, scientific investigation could enhance 
man's knowledge of himsoxf, his world, and the universe he lives in. 

1/ith the "serious, scientific UFO researcher" we have another 
problem. They will, and do, accent that the UFO phenomenon is real, 
they accept that, at least, portion of the UFO reported activity appears 
to represent intelligent control* manufactured craft with weight 
(landing traces) and in general that UFO's are here "doing something" 
and yet the thought of alien beings operating these machines seems 
to be untenable to them. V’hy 9 In Lhis article I do not intend to 
try to answer this question but bring to readers'attention a new 
C.E. Ill case. This alleged contact took place in South Australia 
in January *1974 end is quite detailed. This story is not really 
mine to tell but if I don't tell it it will remain, like many others, 
gathering dust in filing cabinets. How much closer could we be in 
our attempt to understand what fhe UFO phenomenon means to man if 
less secrecy and more openness existed between people, and UFO clubs. 


When 7. tell this story there is no more. I do not know the 
witness; I possess a tape of the story and was the Sightings 
Investigation Officer for a South Australian UFO club at the time 
but I was not made aware of the case until much later. 


Secrecy, what dows it prove? nothing, except to the holaer 
of the secret. UFO's arc world wide; secrecy has no place in this 
field, so for whac it is worth I wili tell the story. Australia is 
very short on C.E. Ill cases and I was reluctant to put this on.® to 
oaper in a magazine representative of a club that has such top 
status among UFO organizations all over the world. However on aovice 
from Haul Forman of V.U.F.G.H.8. who has a copy of the tape, played 
it before experts in the United States and received information from 
them that there are definite similarities between this^case and others 
that have been rigorously and scientifically investigated.... 

Here then is the Clifton Bore Episode —

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THE CLIFTON BORE INCIDENT 


I will call the witness Ben. This is not his real first 
name but will suffice. All other situations are correct, 
all place names are real......... 


At the time of the incident Ben was approximately 38 yrs of 
age, and slightly over six feet in height. Due to an illness he was 
at this time (Januarjr 1974) on a pension due to this aforementioned 
illness. A married man he had five children. Being unable to 
undertake normal work he took up a previous hobby with more vigour 
and became a qualified ornithologist. His expertise in this field 
(the study of birds) brought him into contact with the Adelaide 
Museum. Ben lived in Adelaide, South Australia, at the time and 
undertook many expeditions into the north of Sth Australia and the 
Northern Territory for the Museum. He also taught himself to 
recognise prehistoric fossils and was always on the search for these 
for the museum also. He had also written books on his bird studies 
and used to give slide illustrated talks and lectures to South 
Australian schools. (Bor readers overseas, the northern portion 
of Sth Aust. (indeed S&# of the state) is a vast desert region, this 
applies also to the southern part of the Northern Territory.

The first incident took place in October, 1972... Ben, his 12 
year old son * and a male friend were travelling back from an 
expedition and were some 340km north of Broken Hill. It was dark 
and they were travelling in Bents station wagon. All three were in 
the front seat. Suddenly they saw a large, brilliantly green light 
some 200 ft in front of their- car. The light was elongated and 
covered three quarters of their windscreen. It disappeared behind 
a hill. They wore all frightened and did not investigate further 
but left the area in a nurry. They spoke to few people about this as 
they were afraid of ridicule. However, it is the second incident 
that, if true, presents our "visitors" in a different, somehow more 
sinister light than vague lights in the sky. 

It was early January, 1974, when Ben and a woman companion 
who accompanied him on some of his trips were approx. 400 km north 
of Broken Hill, but in Sth Australia, at a place called Clifton Bore; 
Clifton Bore is in Sturts Stony Desert, near the borders of the 
Nthn Territory, Queensland, H.S.U., but in Sth Australia. It is 
harsh desert country, gibber desert, with flat gibber stones, about 
the size of plates and undulating sand dunes about L \- to 7 metres in 
height. Also there is a fossil seekers paradise where fossils 
and bones from Australia's prehistoric past are just "laying around". 
It was the fossils that brought Ben and his companion to the area. 

It was about 1.30 pm on the day in question and Ben and his 
companion were searching for fossils. Ben's female companion was 
searching near the car - she was not used to the area and Ben had ' 
told her to keep the car (the stationwagon)in sight whilst he, with 
a vaster knowledge of the area searched further afield. He believed 
he may have been about 2 Inn from the car when he became aware of 
being watched. To say he was amazed, frightened and bewildered at* 
what happened next would be an understatement, so I will state what 
happened without the dramatic bits. 

Ben was approached by two beings of about 1 metre in height; 
he was very specific about the following details, being requestioned 
on the tape several times. 




u. 

These beings were humanoid, indeed human looking in many 
respectSo They appeared to be males with short, average cut, hair 
styles. They were dressed in a skin tight, silvery covering, not 
unlike a skin-diver's suit. The clothing appeared to be seamless. 
Their faces were normal, the colouring like a very light suntan; 
their heads however, were elongated at the rear giving a bee hive 
type of appearance. Their arms were considerably shorter than a 
comparable human's. Whereas a man's arms reach almost to his knees 
when hanging, these being's arms covered onl 3 * half the comparable 
distance. They spoke in a rapid unintelligible way. Ben referred to 
it as if he were listening to a speeded up version of Italian or 
Greek without understanding either language. As stated before Ben 
was petrified but did not try to show it; he said he did not feel 
mSnaced by them, they had nothing that could be construed as weapons' 
The 3 ’ - beckoned him to come with them with "come to me" arm movements. 
He was afraid to go with them but more afraid not to. 

He followed then to a silver-coloured object some fifty feet 
away. Ben was unable to explain why he had not seen it before, but 
was adamant that he had not done so. The object was shaped like a 
"hot dog" roll with no visible seams, doors, windows or projections 
of any kind. Based on the sixe of his stationwagon (about 5 metres) 
he said this object would have been about 7 = 5 metres long and about 
1.4 metres high (about 25 ft long by 4 ft high). Prom the seamless 
centre of this object a doorway opened. The aliens beckoned Ben to 
enter and this presented the frightened man with a seemingly insur¬ 
mountable problem. 

Ben is slightly over 1.8 metres (6 ft) tall, .. the object 
was 1.4 metres. He could see over the top of it. Bending down and 
stepping inside lie found to his amazement that the interior was enor 
mous. In Ben's own words he states "you could have fitted a full- 
sized battleship inside. How can this happen. It was 25 ft long 
and 4 ft high, I know that, I could see over the top, but inside it 
was enormous, with 3 ft over my head, how?" end of quote. He was 
certain that he did not step down. If this story is genuine then 
we may have to totally reorganize our scientific concepts. He did 
not see a dome and to him he says again,"Inside, space meant nothing 

He saw 20 or so similar beings inside the craft, at least 4 of 
whom were. female. They were also all dressed similarly to the two 
aliens accompanying him. The females differed to the males in 
obvious ways, longer hair and breast shapes. An interesting 
comment was made by Ben that they all seemed to be about the same 
age; he said it was as if they grew to about 1 metre tall, about 25 
yrs of age and then stopped growing and ageing. Their features, 
human like ours, were without ageing lines. 

Ben was offered a drink from a tumbler of silvery metal; he 
was afraid to drink, but more afraid not to as he did not know what 
would happen to him if he annoj^ed the aliens. After drinking from 
the tumbler he passed out. V/hen asked later to describe the taste o 
the liquid in the tumbler he was unable to relate it to any taste 
he was acquainted with. He did not remember if it was bitter or 
sweet. This is understandable from two points of view. Pear, of 
course, dries the mouth and restricts taste and it is not remembered 
by him how long it was between the drinking and his unconscious, 

V/hen he came to he was laying on the floor of the craft. 

The two aliens were still with him and somehow he felt he had 
been rejected somehow. He v/as too old or perhaps his illness had 
caused him to be rejected. The aliens, both his companions and the 
others..-.in the craft were continually talking among themselves 
uninte 11 igably but he felt that telepathically he "?aiew" what was 
happening. He felt no hostility directed at him and apart from his 
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two "guardians" the other crew members paid him no attention* These 
crev; members were walking around, talking among themselves, switching 
on and off switches* There were numerous TV screens, 7 or 8 in 
number. They were showing interior and exterior scenes, and one 
was showing what appeared to be motors of some kind although he 
could not see them physicall]? himself* There was also a large mirror 
like screen on the wall with dots, Catherine wheel shaped images 
(galaxies 9 ) and strange images and symbols he could not understand* 

He was able to walk around the craft (with his guards) and 
look around* He was still afraid, but of the strangeness rather than 
any physical danger to himself* The floor surface was a shiny metallic 
substance but was not hard to walk on, it was also not at all slippery* 
The atmosphere inside was normal. Feither he, nor the aliens needed 
any breathing apparatus. All this pertinent information was 
"probed" out of him by the very experienced UFO investigator conducting 
the taped interview. 

Suddenly Ben was shocked and afraid at what he saw next. He 
saw two human female children, two girls, one was 12 or 15 years old, 
the other was 8 or 9 years old* They were both in a cage like 
structure, like as Ben said, animals. Ben, the father of 5 children, 
became very emotional on the tape at this point* He was unable to 
describe the "cage" properly and became quite upset* He stated that 
it was neat and that the two girls seemed to be in some type of 
trance. They did not appear to comprehend what was going on around 
them. They had plenty of room in this "cage" but were not moving, 
just standing there. Ben did not know if they could see him or not, 
they showed no sign* They were European (that is ~ white) and were 
dressed normally* The aliens, walking around, doing their chores 
aboard the craft paid absolutely no attention to the girls* Ben felt 
that they were going to take the children back with them, (wherever 
that is). He, Ben, however felt lie was no good to them* He had beer- 
rejected. 

He did not know how but he felt that they (the aliens) could 
almost instantly get from one place to the next. He said they could 
do this by thought* Although he did not seem to Ionov? what he meant 
by this* As he was walking around he was conscious of a buzzing noise, 
like dim motors* He could not however see any motors. The opened 
'doorway suddenly was before him and he thought to himself "well it's 
now or what"; he stepped out of the craft and was instantly on the 
desert floor. He just walked, away, no attempt was made to stop him. 

fie got back to his car and his companion and discovered that 
1)6 hours had. passed since he commenced fossicking. He wrote down what 
happened to him within one hour of returning* During his interview he 
was constantly referring to these notes. He was mostly disturbed. about 
the child.ren* 

Did this happen? I believe it is possible that it did. due 
to the emotion and. d.etail supplied by Ben. As I stated, before, no 
more can be done about this incident. I d.o not know the man's full 
name or where he is now living. Did it happen, could, it have 
happened.? I d.o not know for sure, no one ever will unless it happens 
again. And. we will only know that if this report is noted, throughout 
Australia and. overseas.

The object was an elongated tear-drop 
shaped, orange, glowing, smooth, streamlined and bullet 
nosed UFO. The nose was glowing and pulsing a vivid 
orange. A spinning ring of red, blue and white light was 
around the forward part of the body. 

The object increased in colour and brightness then shot 
forward, to about 3 riles ahead, of the aircraft, where it 
then turned, in a vertical right angle direction and shot 
straight upwards at high speed and disappeared from sight 
in about 5 sec.

OH THE UFO TRAIL.. BY PAUL NORMAN , 

The period from 26th March to -4-th September 1983 seemed 
to be a short time on the UFO Trail, beginning with meetings in 
America and consummating with the Third International Congress, 
near London, hosted by the British UFO Research Association (BUFORA). 

The days during those months produced interesting high¬ 
lights such as the lecture by Br. Bruce Maccabee at the North 
Carolina Conference in June when he gave an update on the governments 
secret documents and official coverup policy. Dr. Willy Smith who 
had recentlj* returned from South America presented, an interesting 
summary on UFO activity in countries on that continent. 

There were visits and discussions with other groups and 
individuals with views covering aspects of the UFO phenomenon from 
"wayout" opinions, to those individuals who were subjective; to the 
negative view, covering the full range of the spectrum, as it were. 

On 27th August, after a warm welcome to delegates and 
visitors to the International Congress, by BUFORA's Chairman, 

Robert Digby, Dr. J. Allen Hynek gave his overview on the UFO 
situation. After the lunch break Dr. Harley Buttledge, Professor of 
Southeast Missouri State University, spoke of his project 'Identif¬ 
ication' followed by Per Andersen of Denmark. His subject was 
"Danish Scientists and the UFO Phenomenon". 

At 1700 hr after the tea break, Peter Warrington talked 
on "A 11 Evaluation of the Evidence for UFO Events from Radar 
Observations". 

After the Congress Dinner, Harry Harris, a solicitor from 
Cheshire, provided a videa presentation "Hypnotic Regression of 
UFO Witnesses". 

Sunday morning, 28th August, Jenny Randles, trained to 
teach geology but gave up her career in 1978 to become a full-time 
writer specialising in UFO's, presented her paper entitled "Opening 
Up the Windows" in which she gave examples of cases reported in 
areas where UFO events manifest themselves in unusual proportions. 

The morning session included an interesting film, shown 
by Mr. Peter Day. The object shown in the film has not as yet been 
computerised but is a most interesting candidate for analysis. 

After the lunch break, Stanton Friedman, a nuclear 
physicist with 12 years of full-time UFO research and who has 
lectured in all states and provinces of Canada, spearheaded a frontal 
assault on "Noisy Negative Advocates" within vthe world-wide UFC 
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Research Community, with revelations probably never before heard by 
most of his listeners. His lecture covered revealing examples of the 
desperate attempt by officials to coverup UFC data. 

With the audience in a "state of cultural shock", it was an 
easy opening for me, as the representative of VUFORS to follow up 
with the Bass Strait Flap of 1978, ending with the disappearance of 
Pilot Frederick Valentich, the greatest mystery in Australian 
aviation history. 

Between 174-5-1900 hrs Bertil Kuhlemann, from Sweden, 
discussed "Measurables and. if on-M e a sure ab 1 e s in UFO Research". 

The evening dinner at Lane End Conference ]was followed 
with interesting discussions between delegates. 

On Monday, 29th August, the conference resumed with a 
speech by Ali Abutaha, of Washington, D.C. titled "The Cosmic Life 
Line". Mr. Abutaha is a senior consultant in Communication Satellite 
systems. It was during a UFC initiated electrical and communications 
blackout that occurred in the Middle East, while he was there on 
business, that Ali became interested in UFO's and the possibility of 
extra-terrestrial life. 

From 14-30 to 1630 hrs Paul Devereux, Editor of "The Ley 
Hunter" Earth Mysteries magazine since 1976, spoke about his theories 
on "Earthlights". The strength of his opinions could not be tested 
because of the author's reluctance to allow questions. 

A very interesting highlight of the Congress was the 
presentation from groups from Norv/ay and Sweden on Project Hessdalen. 
Hessdalen is a valley in Norway which has been seeing some UFO 
activity in the past twenty months. An estimated 4000 people have 
seen strange things in the sky and to date more than 600 photographs 
have been taken. 

Several of the photos shown were lights which were 
identical to those lights photographed by Betty Hill over several 
years of almost constantly sky-watching and those observed by Dr. 
Harley Rutledge, author of the book "Project Identification".

INTRODUCTION 

This incredible encounter started with the Victorian UFO Research Society on the 
afternoon of the 21st July, 1983* when a woman called our society to say that 
she hadiseen a U.F.O., near her Melton home and she wanted to tell us about it. 
This call was taken at our office and she was asked to contact us again within 
the next hour or so, at which time an investiga.tor would be in to talk to her. 

However, she never called back and unbeknown to us the events of the Melton 
Police Station staff were still to happen, on the morning of the 22nd July, 1983, 
ten hours after that womans call. 

The Melton encounter came to the world of the press on the morning of the 22nd 
of July and a barrage of T.V. and radioreports broke the story at about 12.30 pm. 
that day, 

JVfy' first impressions were similar to the press and the authorities. The sigh¬ 
ting seemed to be of a hang-glider, aircraft or syrocopter nature, and little 
detail of the encounter had been related to the press. 

The 6.30 pm. news on channel 7 that night wa,s much more descriptive and an in¬ 
dication that this was not a normal aircraft became apparent, from the graphic 
description given by Constables Raymond Ellens and Peter Ferguson. The account 
by chief inspector of police. Melton and his drawings of the object were so 
impressive and unusual, that by 11.00 am. next day, Saturday 23rd July, 1983, 

I felt an investigation should be started and the wheels for it were set in 
motion. 

Although this is a summary of the encounter, as the investigation is still in 
progress, a. list of unusual factors has emerged which crea.te questions and 
conclusions that make this encounter very impressive. 

THE ENCOUNTER 

On 21st July, 1983> Sergeant Barry Harman, Constable Peter Ferguson and Cons¬ 
table Raymond Ellens commenced nightshift duties at the Melton Police Station, 
at 2300 hours. (11*00 pm,). 

Patrol duties and nightshift work proceeded as normal and before long, midnight 
saw the day of the 2^nd July, 1983, arrive as normal and uneventful. 

The night was clear and the moon was at about 3/4, giving good visibility. 

There was no wind until about 3.00 am. when it became a north-westerly of mod¬ 
erate strength. The temperature was 3 C. 

First Encounter 

Constables Raymond Ellens and Peter Ferguson were on mobile patrol duty in the 
Melton Police divisional van, when, at 12.40 am., in the direction of Melton, 
they observed a light in the sky, which appeared to be stationary over the 
Melton town centre. 

On arrival at Melton, the constables drove to the location of the Melton regional 
shopping complex and at a. height of approximately 200 feet, an object of about 
20 feet in length, with two very large lights, wa.s seen to hover over the spot. 

The two constables got out of their and attempted to shine a spotlight onto 
the object. They observed what they felt wa.s a tail section of tubular frame¬ 
work construction, with a fin at the rear. 

The object had two bright white lights at the front and a. single red light at 
the rear. It made a low pitched humming sound, nothing like a. helicopter or 
aircraft engine* 

Within seconds the object moved off and evaded the spot light beam, thus, only 
the tubular framework wa.s seen in any detail. 

THE CHASE 

The two constables then contacted their duty sergeant by radio again, to report 
that the object had moved off towards Fogerty Airfield. 
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Sergeant Barry Harman then contacted the air taffic control tower and informed 
them of the location. He w~>s advised that they had observed something on radar 
in the vicinity of Melton, but it had vanished from radar contact by then. 

The Police Airwing then contacted Melton Police Station and stated that they 
were unable to assist in the search. 

The two constables observed the object gain height to approximately 500 feet and 
travel over the Melton township towards the north, where they lost sight of the 
object and its lights. 

Soon after, Constables Ellens and Ferguson, travelling in a northerly direction, 
again viewed the lights, moving in a westerly direction, in the area of Fogarty 
field. 

They drove to the area, and started a. foot search of the airfield and hangars. 

Not long after this search started, the lights re-appeared in the south-east, 
at ground level. On reaching this area the object had commenced to move away, 
in. a. wide arc around the horizon. 

The duty officer that night. Inspector McGill, rendezvoued with the Melton van 
at 1.20 am., where the three men observed the object make similar arcs and then 
return to a position approximately one to two kilometres ea.st of their position. 
The objects flight path seemed to be along the Western Highway. 

At 2.40 am. the object was agian sighted on the ground, in the Toolern Vale area.; 
another search was started by foot and by divisional van, but nothing was found 
or seen. 

At 3.00 am. Sergeant Harman requested the van crew to return to the police station 
for a. meal and de-briefings. At that rest period a. Melton Security patrol man 
was met at the police station and he also reported the object. 

At 4 . 3 O am. another patrol commenced along the Western Highway, toxsra.rds Bacchus 
Marsh. As they approached the regional shopping centre, they sighted the object 
again, hovering at about 200 feet over the centre. 

Second Encounter 

Another attempt to put the spot light on the object failed and it commenced to 
fly off in a. south-easterly direction. 

This time the object seemed to have more lights than when first sighted. The 
van crew followed the object a.s it made an arc to the north, over the Rockbank 
area. When it reached a. northern point it started to descend, until it was 
travelling close to the ground, where it disappeared behind a. small rise. 

Another search was started around the paddocks, with the spot light on the div¬ 
isional van, a.s they moved down the main ro^d. Suddenly, the object was re¬ 
sighted in front of the van, where it commenced to travel west for a. short dis¬ 
tance after which it turned east. 

Throughout this time, Sergeant Harman remained in contact with Melbourne radar 
unit as a radar search was started. 

The Melton van crew then rendezvoued with another police station unit van along 
the highway, where they stopped and talked about the U.F.0. 

At about 5«00 am. both van crews sighted the object to the east of their position. 
The U.F.0. then travelled towards the two divisional vans. It was at that point 
that the constables felt that the U.F.0. would collide with the *’Australian Anry 
Rockbank Receiving Station f s antennas", but befor collision, it reversed and 
then made an arc again to the north and flew from sight. 

At 5.30 am. the Melton patrol van moved off up a. road in the area and at 5«45 am. 
they turned west onto the Western Highway. Again the light was seen over the 
Melton township and the constables contacted the police station by radio to 
advise them of its location. 

Chief Inspector Hickman had just commenced morning shift, and both he and Ser¬ 
geant Harman ran onto the roadway, infront of Melton Police Station to view the 
object. Both immediately saw the two large white, round lights, at a. very low 
altitude of 100 - 150 metres, over the Melton Ambulance Station, 3/4 of a kilo¬ 
metre a.way. 
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Thir d Encounte r 

The U.F.O then moved off towards the police station and 200 metres south of the 
chief inspector and the sergeant. The objects shape was similar to an inflatable 

life raft, 12 metres in length with rounded sides and a shallow body of about 
2 metres in depth. A red flashing light was in the centre of the underpart of 
the body. There were no wings or tail, nor was there any sound similar to an 
aircraft or helicopter. The only sound was that of a very quiet wind noise or 

low pitched humming sound. The top of the U.F.O. was not seen as it passed by 
and moved off in an easterly direction, towards Rockbank. 

Chief Inspector Hickman notified Melbourne Police Headquarters, then spoke to 
Air Traffic Control. 

Constables Ferguson and Ellens observed the U.F.O. move toward their position and 
eventually pass over them rat 5*45 They shone their spotlight onto its under¬ 

side and to their amazement, observed it to be grey in colour, looking similar to 
a. rubber raft, and unlike the framework structure seen by them at 12.40 am. that 
night. 

The End 

The U.F.O. proceeded in an easterly direction and then made an arc and disappeared 
beyond the horizon, towards the north-ea.st. 

At 6.10 am. it was becoming light and the object (U.F.O.) was not sighted again.

George Jamison conceded that 
701 sightings were not — or 
could not be — explained. 

But a top-secret National Se¬ 
curity Agency report written 
in 1968 tells a different story.

“We know of much other material on 
UFOs that the government simply refuses 
to release,’’ he added. 

These startling reports come from 
more than 2,000 pages of recently declassi¬ 
fied government documents that were made 
available to The ENQUIRER from the Fund 
for UFO Research. 

The most baffling of the close encoun¬ 
ters was a series of startling UFO sightings 
in August 1980 at Kirtland Air Force Base 
in New Mexico. They were reported by the 
U.S. Air Force Office of Special Investiga¬ 
tions. 

On August 8, three security policemen 
on duty inside the Manzano Weapons Stor¬ 
age area at the base “sighted an unidenti¬ 
fied light in the air that traveled from north 
to south over the Coyote Canyon area of the 
Department of Defense Restricted Test

Five days later, on August 
13. the entire radar ap¬ 
proach control systems and 
backup systems for Kirtland 
and the nearby Albuquer¬ 
que Airport were mysteri¬ 
ously blacked out for more 
than five hours.

’New Mexico state patrol¬ 
man sighted an aerial object 
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None of the military agen¬ 



cies in the area were respon¬ 

sible for the eerie blackout 
— and none of them could 
explain it. 

Baffled Air Force 
investigators conclu¬ 
ded that “the pres¬ 
ence of hostile intelli¬ 
gence jamming can¬ 


not be ruled out” and the De¬ 
fense Nuclear Agency said 
the “interference beam was 
widespread and a type un¬ 
known to their electronical 
equipment.” 

Lieut. Col. Ernest Ed¬ 
wards, Commander of the 
Manzano police squadron at 
the time of the sightings, 
told a reporter: “I really 
can’t say for sure what it 
was. I could not explain it 
nor could I come up with any 
reasonable explanation.” 

The dramatic Kuwait UFO 
sightings are documented in 
top secret State Department 
cables. In one, a senior Ku¬ 
wait Airways pilot reported 
an unusual “light phenome¬ 
non” on June 20,1980. 

The pilot claimed he and 
his crew saw “a huge ball of 
bright light” with an esti¬ 
mated diameter of 10 miles. 
Amazingly, the crew of a

nearby aircraft “reported 
sighting the same phenome¬ 
non,” the cable said. 

Other spectacular sight¬ 
ings were reported in No¬ 
vember and December of 
1978 when a UFO wreaked 
havoc with an oil company’s 
pumping equipment north of 
Kuwait City. 

The equipment is de¬ 
signed to shut down when¬ 
ever a failure threatens to 
damage the system — and it 
must be restarted manually. 

But at the time of the ap¬ 
pearance of the “UFO,” “the 
pumping system automati¬ 
cally shut itself down and 
when the ‘UFO’ vanished, 
the system started itself up 
again,” according to another 
State Department cable. 

Mysterious UFO sightings 
in Peru were reported in a 
June 1980 Defense Depart¬ 
ment cable that read: “A 
UFO was spotted on two dif¬ 
ferent occasions near a Peru¬ 
vian Air Force base in south¬ 
ern Peru. The air force tried 
to intercept and destroy the 
UFO, but without success.” 

UFO expert Stanton T. 
Friedman, who has testi¬ 
fied before Congress on the 
subject of UFOs, told The 
ENQUIRER: “Aside from 
their startling revelations 
about UFOs, these docu¬ 
ments are important because 
they show that someone in 
the government knows much 
more about UFOs than they 
are letting on.”
